J F vaudeville was o n the wane in 
Euro pe, it wa^ definitely a fade-

I W’o rked in fairs till late in 
the fall, when the evening spec­ 
tacles became difficult with the 
heavy dew' so aking my ro pes, 
causing them to tighten up and 
beco me dangero us. 
My act had 
been very well received and wmit- 
ten up. I seemed to have made 
a go o d impressio n in o pen-air 
w’o rk, and nearly all tne fairs re­ 
quested repo a. bo o kings fo r the 
fo llo w’ing year. 
At th' Metro po litan Theater in 
Bo sto n o ver Christmas and Ne\ 
Year’.s, my rigging hau 
be bur 
ciirectly o ver th 
heads o f Little 
Jack Litt]p'.s band piaying o n the 
stage. 
Altho ugh 
the 
.nusicinni 
and management did everything 
po ssible to make thing? easy fo r 
us. Bill had a lo t o f nervo us ten­ 
sio n to suppo rt 'v^’hile co ntro lling 
my higii swings o ver the band 
and the cro w'ded first six ranks 
o f stalls. I think this must have 
go t him. and it wa.sn’t until I 
returned to New’- Yo rk that he to ld 
me that he'd o nce suffered fro m 
shell-sho ck and that at certain 
times this had a very bad effect

COME agents were anxio us that 
^ I enlarge my apparatus fo r the 
Madiso n Square and Bo sto n Gar­ 
dens, always played by the Ring- 
ling Circus with who m they were 
nego tiating fo r my act. Any al­ 
teratio n' in the length o f my ro pes 
meant that the timmg had to be 


changed, and this required careful 
rehearsals. At o nce I started mak- 
ing these changes, using the rather 
inadequately sized g>’m o n 47th 
Street, w’here the iro n girders dis­ 
turbed my high swings and leaps. 
One mo rning the agents dro pped 
in to see the pro gress o f my wo rk, 
and their presence had an un ­ 
nerving effect o n Bill, W’ho was 
still very uncertain o f him.self, 
wuth the result that in a particu­ 
larly high sw’ing that preceded my 
ankle leap, he lo st his head when 
he saw mine nearing the girders 
and threw his entire w^eight o n 
the ro pe attached to my trapeze. 
Tlie impetus o f my swing was 
bro ken w’ith such vio lence that 
the ro pes snapped like a bo w-­ 
string under my weight, literally 
thro wing me up and o ff the cro ss­ 
bar. I fell wnth a terrible fo rce, 
and o nly the fact that my feet 
w^ere caught in the ro pe lo o ps 
saved my life, but my bo dy swo mg 
sidewise crashing into the wall, 
and then to the gro und. 
I tried to ri.>!e to my feet but 
co uldn’t, and rem em berea no thing 
mo re till I fo und myself in the 
em ergency wuard o f the Po lyclinic 
Ho spital, W’ith a bro ken hip and 
dislo cated v ertebra.

and

half 
miserable 
mo nths w ere sj>ent in getting o ver 
this fall, until I w’as able to walk 
again, and the despair o f Bill o ver 
what had o ccurred was very sin­ 
cere. In a sense it w’as no t his 
fault, fo r he had simply acted o n 
a reflex thro ugh pure nerves, so 
I pro mised to give him ano ther 
chance if ever I go t well eno ugh 
to climb a rigging again. 
Many acts I wo rked wuth saw 
the anno uncement o f my accident 
in Billbo ard, that co lo rful jo urnal 
fo r the theatrical wo rld, and rame 
o sT w'ith me. The effo rt pro - 
dur'xl hy ^heir r^n’'ers:ifio n

my .c’arr-h^ and '?o rial]y minded 
nurses was very mtere.^ting. On 
returning fro m the ho « pital, I -w^as 
still unable to mo ve o ut o f the 
brace o n my back, o r stand as 
yet, so there w*as no thing to be 
do ne but manage w’ith 
a night 
and day nurse—which like every­ 
thing else abo ut my accident was 
bo th trying and expensive.
